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How Music and the Aris I mpact Health

Music is a part of the cycle of natural life. Music is 
based on rhythm and harmony. Human life is based on 
rhythm. Day and night, seasonal changes, and all phys- 
iological and biological functions are rhythmic. We in- 
hale and exhale, our heartbeat in systole (contraction) 
and diastole (expansion or relaxation) creates rhythm. 
Sleeping, eating, menstrual cycles, walking, talking, 
and other, if not all, functions of life are rhythmic. 


Since ancient times, music has been recognized for 
its therapeutic value. Greek physicians used flutes and 
lyres to heal their patients. They used vibration to 
aid in digestion, treat mental disturbance, and induce 
sleep. Aristotle (323-373 BCE), in his famous book 
De Anima, wrote that flute music could arouse strong 
emotions and purify the soul. Ancient Egyptians 
describe musical incantations for the sick. The healing 
power of art and music has been known throughout 
history. In fact, the first healing was music and dance 
in hunter gatherer cultures creating healing boiling 
energy. Each night people of the tribe would dance 
wildly and go into a trance or meditative state. The 
people believed that dance, music and singing freed the 
person's own healing energy. 


Eventually, music and dance were combined with cos- 
tumes and storytelling and with objects and paintings 

in the creation of a ritual that we now call theater or 
performance arts. In ancient times this ritual was sacred, 
and it was part of the culture’s medicine. Music was.

Music and the Healing Arts: A Message and a Mes- 
senger 


Music is the universal language of mankind and for 
millennia we have composed and enjoyed music with- 
out knowing the scientific reasons. We have music to 


enhance spirituality, get closer to our maker, to unite 
us for a cause, to marshal us in wars, to swell us with 
pride, and to mourn and resolve sadness and grief. 
Data driven discoveries in the past 60 years show us 
the promise of music in healing. You don’t have to be 


_a psychologist or brain scientist to know how healing 


and soothing music can be. The knowledge that music 
is healing for body, mind and soul is probably as old as 
the discovery of music itself. _ 


Music therapy and visual performing arts are now 
regarded as valid additional treatment for depression, 
anxiety, and chronic pain, but even more recently 
music therapy has also been used to treat patients 
with Parkinson and Alzheimer’s disease. Next to the 
better-known emotional benefits of music, there are 
also physical healing properties of listening to music. . 
Music, probably the most ubiquitous of all art forms, 


-can help the body and brain relax. When listening to 


harmonious sounds or upbeat tunes, our brain sends 
signals to our nervous system that we are safe and that 
we can relax. Listening to music can even produce 
direct biological changes, such as reducing heart rate, 
blood pressure, and cortisol levels. Cortisol levels are 
linked to our body’s stress response. Listening to music 
lowers our cortisol levels and therefore also our stress 
response. Music can bring us back from our sympa- 
thetic nervous system, our fight-flight -freeze response 
into our parasympathetic nervous system, our relaxed 
state of being. Only in the parasympathetic nervous 
system are we able to heal our bodies and restore them 
to balance. However, in our stressful daily lives, we are 
often “trapped” in fight-flight mode. Music can help to 
unwind and facilitate physiological healing. Not only 
can music help us relax and enhance our quality of life, 
but it can also strengthen our immune system. Listen- 
ing to or playing music increases the body’s production 
of the antibody immunoglobulin A and natural killer’ 


cells- cells that attack invading viruses and boost the 
immune system’ effectiveness. 


Music and the Healing Arts as Connection: 


The benefits of music can have a powerful impact on 
a social level. Music and the Arts have the power to 
bring people together and make connections where 
there were none before. It fosters a feeling of belonging 
and connecting to each other on many different levels. 
Our smartphones have brought us many positive 
things and have simplified communication; however, 
real physical connection is lacking more these days. 
Music can be a powerful group experience, uniting 
people from all age groups, nationalities and religions 
bridging barriers. Improved social connection and 
support can also improve mental and physical health.

Southampton Town Justice Gary We- 
ber, who took the case after East Hampton 
Town justices recused themselves, threw the 
charges out because oceanfront homeown- 
ers whose property overlooks the contested 
Napeague shore declined to file affidavits as. 
complaints against the fishermen. | 

Daniel Rodgers, the attorney for the fisher- 
men, has said homeowners feared that if the 
trespassing charges moved forward, the local 
court could rule that the fishermen main- 
tain a right to drive onto the beach despite a 
years-long court case disputing access rights. 
An attorney for the homeowners could not be 
reached. 

The New York State Court of Appeals, the 
state’s highest court, denied in September 
2021 the town’s motion to hear an appeal of a 
lawsuit the town lost when an earlier appeals 
ruling found the public is not allowed to drive 
on and fish from the beach in front of the 
oceanfront property owners’ homes. 

Last summer, a Suffolk County court judge 
fined the Town of East Hampton and the East 
Hampton Town Trustees $239,000. after 
ruling that the entities were in criminal con- 
tempt of court in the Truck Beach case. The 
town is appealing that ruling. 

And in addition to the civil disobedience, 
the fishermen have also filed a class action 
lawsuit against the homeowners. That case is 
pending.

Judge Clips Town’s Wings in East 
Hampton Airport Case

A Suffolk County judge has blocked the Town of 


ast Hampton’s plan to enact new flight re- 


strictions intended to curb noise complaints at East © 


Hampton Airport, siding with aviation interests op- 
posed to the plan. 

Aviation companies and advocates who filed suit 
against the town earlier this year cheered the de- 
cision October 19 by Judge Paul J. Baisley Jr., who 
found the town needed to perform an environmental 
review before enacting new flight restrictions. Town 
officials signaled that they plan to appeal the ruling. 

“We never wanted to file a lawsuit, but the town 
continually disregarded our concerns over privatiz- 
ing the airport, making litigation our only option,” 
East End Hangars Inc. Board President Steven Dun- 
aif, one of the plaintiffs, said in a statement. “We are 
hopeful that town leaders can bring our community 
together and reach a legal solution that benefits all of 
East Hampton.” 

The town had planned to briefly close the airport 
this spring as a part of its plan to switch from a pub- 
lic airport to one that requires prior permission for 
takeoff and landing. A federal court struck down a 


similar bid years prior but the town tried again after

federal grant assurances limiting its control were — 


lifted last year. 

“We will just continue the fight,” a disappointed 
East Hampton Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc 
said when asked about the ruling at a town board 
meeting the following day. He said the ruling was 
“not completely unexpected,” the board is reviewing 
its options to appeal and had planned to do an envi- 
ronmental review after the changeover. : 

“Apparently the court wants us to go forward with 
hypothetical data,” he said. “We will be doing that 


instead of actual real-life results.” 


The judge ruled that the town “acted both beyond 
its legal abilities and in an arbitrary and capricious 


manner” in saying it would do the environmental 


review after the change. _

Village to Schmidt’s Market Landlord: 
~Won’t Renew Lease? We'll Rezone Land

ict Village Mayor Jesse Warren has 
proposed rezoning the Schmidt’s Market prop- 
erty to workforce housing if the landlord doesn’t 
reverse course and renew the market’s lease, Dan’s 
Papers has learned. 

Warren made the ultimatum after the property 
owner did not respond to a letter the mayor sent 
urging the landlord to reverse a decision to put the 
land up for sale, forcing Schmidt’s to close after 43 


years, instead of allowing the shopkeepers to renew 


their lease. 

“If the owner of the property is unable to continue 
leasing to the store, the village has an obligation to 
address the need for workforce housing in South- 
ampton by rezoning this parcel as part of a larger 
plan of action to focus on the need for workforce 


housing,” Warren said. “The Comprehensive Master 
Plan the board just passed last month calls for 100% 
workforce housing for this area.” 

Recent news that the popular market was about to 
close its doors sparked public outcry from local resi- 
dents and customers who patronize the family-run 
grocery on North Sea Road. Warren said he never 
heard back from the landlord. 

The proposed zoning change to allow workforce 
housing at the site, currently zoned as office district, 
comes after the village board unanimously voted on 
September 20 for the Comprehensive Master Plan 
following a year and half of debate. Workforce hous- 
ing generally refers to housing that is affordable to 
middle income workers which includes professions 
such as police officers, firefighters, teachers, health- 
care workers, and retail clerks. 

The landlord could not be reached for comment.

‘Southold Town Police Chief Martin Flatley on 
October 23 after he was suspended for quashing com- 
munity complaints about a large party two years ago. 

While the top cop is back on the job, four other 
town employees remain subjects of an ongoing inves- 
tigation that could result in disciplinary action pend- 
ing hearings to be adjudicated by the town board at 
a later date. 


“I apologize to all the residents of the town and 
in particular to the residents who called 911 to the 
police department to register a complaint regarding 
activities associated with the retirement party,” Flat- 
ley said at the meeting. “It deserved a professional 
response from our department, which they did not 
receive.” 

The complaints police ignored were about a large 
group of people attending a retirement party for 
then-Sgt. Steven Zuhoski, in violation of New York 
State social distancing mandates that were in effect 
during the first wave of the coronavirus pandemic in 
2020. 

Flatley will retire in 2024 under the terms of his 
reinstatement. 

“I will ensure that this type of activity will never 
occur again under my leadership,” the chief added. “I 
will work to restore the trust and relationship that all 
Southold Town residents deserve to have with their 
police department.” 
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East Hampton Airport Unveils New Plan

t’s been a long time coming, but 

finally after nearly five years of le- 
gal wrangling, there is closure about 
the future of the East Hampton Town 
Airport. East Hampton Airport was 
officially renamed “East Hampton In- 
ternational Airport” Saturday and by 
this time next week, the first big Boe- 
ing 747 and Airbus A380 jetliners will 
be coming in, thanks to a deal made 
between Hampton Township, which 
owns the airport, and Abu Daba Air- 
lines. The deal led to a rush construc- 
tion job to triple the length of the run- 
way there. 

“This is a win-win for everybody,” 
said Mayor Clarence Darwod. “This 
past May, when a judge issued a tem- 
porary injunction to halt our efforts 
to reduce the activity at the airport so 
as to cut down on the noise, we knew 
we had to find another solution. The 
handwriting was on the wall. Every- 
one here in the Hamptons is excited 
about what we have decided.” 

Abu Daba Doo Air, the mayor said, 
had been given a route to fly eight 
times a day between Dubai and New 
York City back in July, but had not 
been given any landing slots at either 
John F. Kennedy or LaGuardia air- 
ports. It was sort of a fish out of water 
situation. 

“They are paying us a lot of money,” 
the mayor said. “All we needed to do 
was lengthen the runway. Currently it 
is 4,255 feet. It needed to be 13,000 
feet to accommodate those big com- 
mercial jets.” 


Environmentalists had noticed that 
there was a lot of activity at the air- 
port at the eastern end of the current 
runway where it heads toward woods 
the town owns, extending toward 
Stephen Hands Path. But the environ- 


mentalists had been told by airport 


officials that they were planning to 
spruce up the woods to make it into a 
wildlife sanctuary. 

“They lied,” said Douglas Timber- 
wolf, the head of the very successful 
Hampton Environmental and 
Soapsuds Program. 

“We had to lie,” the mayor 
said, smiling. “We had no 
choice. We knew what was 
coming with this judge.” 

He was referring to the 
judicial. decision that came 
down last week from the judge, 


officially ordering all of the township's . 


earlier plans to reduce noise at the 
airport illegal. 

Thousands of construction work- 
ers have been working in those woods 
since August. The runway extension 


paving was put in, but it was all under . 


the canopy of the trees of the forest 
so nobody could see. And where this 
runway would have to cross Daniels 
Hole Road, temporary plywood bar- 
rier walls were built so passing motor- 
ists could not see what was going on. 

“The trees were all chain sawed 
down in the woods last weekend and 
the asphalt road removed from the 
road and replaced with the strong 
concrete tarmac,” the mayor said. 

At the press conference that Dan’s 
Papers attended yesterday at the air-

port terminal, which will be increased 


in size tenfold as an exact copy of 
the TWA Terminal at JFK (currently 
completely surrounded by other 
buildings,) the mayor unveiled a new 
photograph of Daniels Hole Road be- 
ing fitted with huge gates. When com- 
pleted and decorated with lights and 
bells, the gates will come down six- 
teen times a day to temporarily halt 
vehicular traffic so these planes can 
take off or land. They are similar to 
the gates that do that:at railroad 
crossings, but bigger. 

“And they don’t stay down 
as long as railroad cross- 
ing gates,” the mayor said. 
“At railroad crossings, the 
trains going by are some- 
times 16 cars long. Here, it’s 
just one airplane.”

The plan is, he said, to have C-47 
cargo planes, even larger than the 
Boeings and Airbuses, configured 
to permit as many as 50 helicopters. 
loaded into their cargo bays for each 
trip from New York City out to the 
Hamptons. There'd be no helicopters 
at all in the Hamptons. They'd be all 
packed into the cargo planes for the 
trip out and back. 

A member of the press asked where 
these helicopters could be loaded in 
New York City into cargo planes for 
the trip out and the mayor said that 
was sort of the stumbling block. But it 
was hoped that this problem would be 
solved before spring.

Congress this Election Day. 

On local ballots will be the race for 
the. ist Congressional District and 1st 
State Senate District that both span the 
Twin Forks. Voters will also decide who 
represents them in the ist Assembly 
District on the South Fork and the 2nd 
Assembly District on the North Fork. 

Here are the candidates running for 
the U.S. House of Representatives and 
state legislative seats in the Hamptons 
and on the North Fork. 


1ST CONGRESSIONAL  DIS- 
TRICT 

U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), who 
is forgoing re-election in a bid to unseat 
Democratic Gov. Kathy Hochul, has 
represented this district since 2015. 
It has been redistricted to include the 
North Shore of Suffolk County. 


BRIDGET FLEMING 


Three-term Suffolk Legislator 
Bridget Fleming (D-Noyac), the 
Democratic nominee in the race who 


has represented the South Fork since 
2016, previously served on the South- 
ampton Town Council and as a Man- 
hattan prosecutor. 

“I know what Long Islanders expect 
and deserve from their representa- 
tives,” she said, billing herself as a 
problem solver who works well- with 
law enforcement. “I know how to work 
across the aisle to deliver the solu- 
tions people on Long Island need right 


Fleming had placed last in 2020's 
three-way Democratic primary in that 
year’s race to unseat Zeldin, but faced 
no challengers this time. 


NICK LALOTA 

In the race to replace Zeldin, the Suf- 
folk County Republican Committee 
nominated Nicholas LaLota, a former 


commissioner of the Suffolk Board of 


Elections and ex-Village of Amityville 
trustee who currently serves as chief 
of staff to Suffolk Presiding Officer 
Kevin McCaffrey (R-Lindenhurst). 

“In Congress, I'll fight for policies to 


fix the supply chain crisis, bring costs 
down, ensure New York gets its fair 
share of infrastructure dollars, and 


put our country back to work,” LaLota 


said. 

The U.S. Navy veteran, who ad- 
vanced to the general election after 
fending off two GOP primary chal- 
lengers, is in the process of moving 
his family into the newly redrawn 
district. 
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STATE SENATE DISTRICT 1 

SKYLER JOHNSON 

The Democratic candidate vying 
to unseat Palumbo serves as the vice 
chair of outreach for the Brookhaven 
Town Democratic Committee. He pre- 
viously ran in the Democratic prima- 
ry for this seat in 2020. He threw his 
hat in the ring after candidate Laura 
Ahearn dropped out of a rematch bid. 

“1 look forward to flipping this sea,” 
he said. “We have an excellent chance 
to win and bring change to Suffolk 
County. I will fight for all the issues 
that face Long Island, and serve as a 
voice for my constituents.” 

Johnson works for a nonprofit or- 
ganization that advocates for women, 
children, and families and is a trustee 
for Temple Beth Emeth of Mount Si- 
nai. 


ANTHONY PALUMBO 

Freshman State Sen. Anthony Pa- 
lumbo (R-New Suffolk), a former state 
Assemblyman and ex-Suffolk pros- 
ecutor who represents the East End in 
Albany, is seeking a second term, and 
serves on the Senate Codes and Ethics 
and Internal Governance Committee. 

“What I hope to do is really keep 
us moving out of the pandemic, make 
Long Island more affordable,” the 
senator told PoliticsNY. “We need to 


make sure our small businesses stay 


open ... We certainly need to. maintain 
our focus on our water quality, our en- 
vironmental issues.” 

The most notable legislation he got 
passed would create a new real estate 
transfer tax to help the five East End 
towns fund affordable housing proj- 
ects. That proposal is on ballots as a 
referendum in this election. 


ASSEMBLY DISTRICT 1 

PETER GANLEY 

A lifelong East End resident, Peter 
Ganley wants to implement term lim- 
its for elected officials, pointing to the 
fact that the incumbent in this race 
has been in office longer than the Re- 
publican challenger has been alive. 

“I am running to lower taxes and 
spending in the state of New York,” he 
told Politics NY. “I am running to im- 
prove public safety and repeal cash- 
less bail. And I’m running to preserve 
our environment by fully funding the 
Peconic Estuary Partnership.” 

The North Fork resident has worked 
in Zeldin’s district office, campaigned 
for local conservatives and currently 
serves as treasurer for the Southold 
Town Republican Committee. 


FRED W. THIELE JR. 

Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr. (D- 
Sag Harbor) a former Suffolk County 
legislator, ex-Southampton Town su- 
pervisor and longtime independent 
who recently became a Democrat, is 
seeking his 14th term representing the 
South Fork in the state Legislature. 

“Tip O’Neil used to say all politics 
is local and I think the things that 
motivate me are those local thihgs,” 
Thiele told PoliticsNY. “At the top of 
that list right now is affordable hous- 
ing ... which has become a crisis since 
the pandemic.” 

Thiele, who was also instrumental 
in getting the affordable housing ref- 
erendum on ballots, is the architect 
of the Community Preservation Fund 
that similarly created a real estate 
transfer tax to help local governments 
preserve open space.

JODI GIGLIO 

Freshman Assemblywoman Jodi 
Giglio (R-Riverhead), a former Riv- 
erhead Town councilwoman, is seek- 
ing her second term representing the 
North Fork in the state Legislature. 

“As a state, we face unique challeng- 


es this year, from COVID-19 recovery 


to reversing the outmigration of New 
Yorkers,” she said at the state of the 
2022 session in which she cited infla- 
tion, crime and mental health as pri- 
orities.

Slows Down, 

But Home Sales 
Volume Surprises

he ransomware attack on Suffolk County’s com- 
puter systems last month has had many ripple 
effects, including on title searches and by exten- 
sion, real estate closings, as well as the ability to 
sift through Hamptons real estate data as the third 
quarter came to a close. 
“The 4 terabytes of data stolen is massive. The 


disruption is greater than I can express,” Judi De- 


siderio, the CEO of Town & Country Real Estate, 
says in her Q3 Hamptons market report. All of the 
statistics in her report are missing the last three 
weeks of reporting. 

“There is no saying when the reliability of all re- 
ports will resume, since the problem remains,” she 
says. However, since the majority of data for the 
third quarter is in — just over 75% — Desiderio went 
forward with her report. 

The data available is “beginning to show signs of 
weakness from the geo-political issues, regional is- 
sues, and concerning financial market swings,” she 
reports. Eleven of the 12 markets that Town & 
Country Real Estate monitors have expe- 
rienced a slowdown in the number of 
home sales.

In East Hampton Village, the total home sales 
volume for the third quarter was half that of the 
same time last year, falling from $206,368,500 to 
$97,852,000. Seventeen homes sold this quarter, 
39% less than Q3 in 2021. 

The median home sales price fell this quar- 
ter as compared to last year, from $4,287,500 to 
$4,195,000. Still, Desiderio says, “There were no 
sales _— $1 million, and there ey never be one 
again.”

The biggest surprise — “the total home 
sales volume logged a spectacular 82% leap 
from $851.5 million to $1,548,185,890.” 

In the third quarter, “The most dazzling perfor- 
mance,” as Desiderio put it, was in Amagansett 
where the median home sales price broke records 
at $10.7 million. The total home sales volume was 
impressive, rising 176% to $221.2 million. This hap- 
pened despite only 15 closings, 44% fewer closings 
than the third quarter of 2021. 

Montauk also saw an increase with a median 
home sales price of $2.23 million, 17.4% higher 
than the same period last year when it was $1.9 mil- 
lion. There were 15% fewer closings in the hamlet as 
compared to the same quarter last year, down from 
27 to 23. 

The spike in sales in both hamlets occurred in the 
$5 million to $9.9 million price range, whereas all 


number of home sales is down 23% 
and the total home sales volume is off 
by 17%. 

The Bridgehampton, Water Mill and Sagap- 
onack area “set the record for total home sales vol- 
ume at $280.3 million, but it took 50 homes sales 
to get there. Amagansett approached that total with

Over in Southampton Village, the median home 


sales price has remained stable at $3,142,500, but 


the number of home sales dropped 40% from 43 to 
26 comparing it to the third quarter last year.

Sea, there was a whopping 47% fewer home sales — 
43 compared to 81 last year. However, the median 
home sales price rose 22% to $1.615 million due, De- 
siderio explains, to the 150% increase in home sales 
in the $3.5 to $4.99 million category. | 

Sag Harbor Village also held its median home 


approximately 10% increase in the me- | 


sales price of $2.625, though its 8% less than last 
year, and closed 35% fewer homes. This caused the 
total home sales volume to drop 31.5%. 

Outside of the village, in the area that includes 


.Noyac and North Haven, the sales volume “sank” 


nearly 60% from $153.6 million to $63.7 million.” 

This was the greatest statistical decline of all mar- 

kets monitored by Town & Country for 3Q 2022 vs 
3Q 2021,” Desiderio says.

The 
median home sales price fell 10. 4% from $1,537,500 
to $1,377,000. 

Even still, Quogue saw a record-breaking sale 
north of the highway. Rachel Martin of Town & 
Country Real Estate’s Westhampton office repre- 
sented the buyers of 127 Montauk Highway for $5.2 
million. Patrick M. Galway, the senior executive 
manager for Town & Country in Southampton and 
Westhampton, noted he had the previous record for 
homes north-of-the-highway in Quogue for many 
years at $3.5 million, “so this sale blows that one 
out of the water.” ; 

On Shelter Island, Desiderio ie ‘a stun- 
ning increase in median home sales price of 45.6% 
from $1,184,500 in the third quarter of 2021 to 
$1,725,000 this quarter with just 16 homes trading 
in three months. During the same quarter last year, 
there were 26 home sales or 38% more. 

The biggest sale so far this year on Shelter Island 
remains a $9.7 million home on Ram Island, sold by 
Brown Harris Stevens.

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Honoring This Week’s Cover Artist: Oliver Peterson

( ee week’s unique Halloween cover was created 
by our very own Oliver Peterson, managing editor 
of DansPapers.com and East End toy photographer. 
Here, he discusses setting up the shot that would be- 
come his first Dan’s cover, transitioning from paint/ 
collage to toy photography and ness his artistic 
voice. 


How did you create this haunted woods 
scene and eerie lighting? 

It’s made using 3.75-inch action fignies by a com- 
pany called Boss Fight Studio. The figures are called 
Vitruvian H.A.C.K.S. ... They came as white plastic, so 
I painted all the bones to look real. And then I custom- 
ized the characters how I wanted them to look.” 

In a background, any twig or branch can look like a 


- tree, but I try to look for stuff that visually scales down — 


well so that it appears more like a tree. Then there are 
some miniature evergreen trees back there ... and it’s 
all in the dirt in my backyard. 

I get some great lights from a company called Lume 
Cube. ... The green is a filter you can put on them, so 
there’s a back light of green and then I front light with 
a regular no-color filter. Lighting is definitely a huge 
part of this whole thing. It takes a lot of practice, and I 
still think I have a long way to go in some respects. ... 

I started doing this in 2013, and if you go back and 
look at my pictures, they're pretty terrible. ... You can 
set up the same thing and shoot it, but it'll look dead if 
you don’t have it lit right. 


What kind of photography background did 
you have before getting into toy photography? 
Not a lot. I took a couple photo classes in art school. 
I used to shoot a lot of Polaroid in college and after col- 
lege a little bit, and I'd do these big Polaroid collages. 
.. Even when I took photo classes, I never really took 
a lot of time understanding what ISO or ASA with a 
Nikon, F-stop and all that stuff means, and as I started 
getting into (toy photography) more, I began to learn 
more about it, watch YouTube videos and read stuff 
online to try to understand how to shoot better. When 
I started taking pictures of toys, I used my cell phone, 
and then I eventually started learning from some 
other people like Matt Rohde — the guy who lives on 
Shelter Island and does this, who I wrote an article 
about a while ago. He helped me understand some of 
this stuff better. 


As a child, did you ever grab the family cam- 
era and take pictures of your toys? 

Yeah, I did. ... The first time I ever did this was in 
1987 with G.I. Joe action figures in the grass at my 
grandmother's house. She had this Buddha fountain 
in her backyard, and I shot these two figures with slide 
film, weirdly. ... Iwas like 10 or 11 years old when I shot 
them. 

I’ve always collected toys. Toys have always been 
a huge part of my life, from childhood to now. As I 
was doing my art, my mixed media collage painting,

I started to get burnt out on it at a certain point, so I 
tried doing this more for fun. ... I remember Bill Mc- 
Cuddy bought a painting from me, and he saw the 
Photoshopped toy photography I did, and he was like, 
“Oh, I'd buy one of those if you printed them.” ... It 
got me thinking maybe you could do something with 
this. I didn’t know about the whole toy photography 
world at the time. ... The fact that you could juxtapose 
all these weird characte (from fictional worlds and 
real-life history) together and play around with that — 
I always had it in my mind that there’s probably some- 
thing cool that I could do with that. It percolated for a 
long time, and then when I started actually trying to 
do it, it turned out there are a lot of people who do this, 
and I started to learn from other people. ... 


What’s your greatest achievement in toy 
photography? : 
I was one of the winners in 2016 for a contest for The 


Force Awakens, when the new Star Wars movie came — 


ut. ... They displayed our pictures at San Diego Comic 
Con that year. And they sent out that press release 


everywhere, so there are articles all over the internet 
from different nerdy news outlets about those pictures 
and the winners, so that was really fun. 

That was pretty big, although I also did a scnite 
shows printing and showing (toy photos) at Ashawagh 
Hall. One show didn’t do well at all; I think I sold one 
piece. But then there was another show that I basically 
sold out except for one piece, so that was exciting for 
me. ... 

Also, David Dastmalchian shared my picture of him 


(as Aes Man in The Suicide Squad), which was 


fun. ... It’s always fun when the people you admire ac- 
tually take notice of your tributes to them. 


How do you hope to develop your toy pho- 


. tography further? 


As an artist, I tend to feel that some stuff that’s too 
tied in with an IP (intellectual property) is just fun, . 
but if I’m trying to think of myself as an artist with this 
and really making art ... I look at (shots like my) World 
War II images as more “art.” Over the last eight or nine 
years of doing this, I’ve been trying to get better at my 
craft and photography, the setups, how to shoot and 
composition, but also shaping my own original voice, 
rather than recreating a scene from Star Wars, which 
is fun and cool, but not as interesting to me as creating 
a scene from WWII or a weird surreal image. ... 


What’s the most personally rewarding as- 


pect of creating your toy photography? 


What's most fulfilling, for me, with this or any art is 
making something that I know is good. There are very 
few things in life that are as satisfying to me as mak- 
ing a painting, idle fers or something that : know 
is really good.

Comes to the Bay Street Stage

ay Street Theater's Literature Live! program is 

known among the East End’s educators and the- 
ater enthusiasts as their annual educational show 
that brings classic books from The Great Gatsby to 
A Raisin. in the Sun to life for students and adults 
alike. The 2022 selection is an exciting deviation 
from the expected: the New York premiere of Tony- 
winning playwright Rupert Holmes’ All Things 
Equal: The Life & Trials of Ruth Bader Ginsburg. 

All Things Equal is a one-woman show directed 
by Laley Lippard and starring Michelle Azar as Su- 
preme Court Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg (RBG). 
In this 90-minute performance, RBG will regale the 
audience with the fascinating story of her life before 
and during her pivotal role as a U.S. Supreme Court 
justice — fighting for the rights of women (and men) 
in the 1970s and beyond. 

Ginsburg’s death on September 18, 2020 and the 
internet’s reaction shortly after inspired Holmes to 
delve into her history for himself to find out who she 
was beyond her iconic persona. “It was my own cu- 
riosity, my own desire to get to know her that drove 
a lot of my writing,” he says of the show’s develop- 
ment. “Mainly, I wanted to see if I could make sure 


that after her death, she didn’t become a meme, 
that she didn’t become just a one-liner and that her 
entire valiant life — I don’t often throw that word 
around — did not somehow become a cartoon draw- 
ing.” 

As Holmes conducted his in-depth research, 
he was fascinated to learn of the seemingly insur- 
mountable hurdles Ginsburg overcame to become 
the woman millions revered. “She was ahead of 
her time — one of nine women who were able to get 
in (to Harvard Law School) ... raising a 3-year-old 
daughter ... and her husband was fighting cancer 
and she had to take care of him and take care of the 
classes he was missing while he was fighting cancer 
as a young man. While she was doing that, she was 
magna cum laude at Harvard,” he says, emphasizing 
that during this time, she essentially functioned as 
Martin Ginsburg’s primary professor while juggling 
her own classes and their child. “She had a lifelong 
love affair with her husband, and they were a won- 
derful team.” 

Despite her impressive academic standing at 
Harvard, Ginsburg still faced the all-too-common 
struggles that many working women faced at the 
time (and still do). “When she talked about the three 
strikes against her, strike three as a working attor- 
ney was having a daughter. She was the argument 
people made for not having women become attor- 
neys,” Holmes says. Strikes one and two, according 


_2 to Ginsburg were being Jewish and a woman. “She 
: could have lived a very different life but fought to go 


against the grain almost all of her life.” 

Another point of characterization Holmes dis- 
covered about Ginsburg was her devotion to honor- 
ing the spirit of her late mother, who died the day 


Ginsburg graduated as valedictorian of her Brook- 


lyn high school. “She considered the miracle of this 
country that it only took one generation to go from 
a mother who had to work in the Garment District 
and who was just as bright as she was but never had 
any hope of going to college,” Holmes explains. “And 
I think she did a lot of this to honor her mother, vin- 
dicate her mother and live out her mother’s hopes 
for her.” 

These stories add to the double meaning of the 
play’s subtitle “The Life & Trials of Ruth Bader Gins- 
burg” and grant audiences a more complex, realis- 
tic view of the notorious RBG. “I’m not just talking 


about the court room trials, I’m talking about the - Z 


trials and tribulations of her life,” Holmes clarifies. 
“I wanted to make the play as if you had a chance 
to sit with her over a cup of coffee and talk about 
things — not within the context only of legal land- 
mark decisions and landmark dissents — just to get 
a sense of the human being.” 

Holmes goes on to explain that his vison for this 
staged biography only works as a live one-woman 
show, with no fourth wall or other characters to 
force the audience into the role of observer, discon- 
nected from the intended one-on-one conversation 
with Ginsburg. “You need ‘live people to come in 


and have an experience with a play, and I thought I 
might be able to do that with her. I thought her life 
was inspiring enough but also human enough that 
you could really come away from the evening having 
a deeper sense of what motivated her, what inspired 
her, what thrilled her,” he says. “You can make a con- 
nection with an audience as if it is a conversation, 
as if you are confiding in them, as if you’re making 
yourself vulnerable to them, as if you're trying to see 
what you have in common. And I’m finding — more 
than any play I’ve ever written — audiences are con- 
necting with her so solemnly that they talk to her.” 
This suspension of disbelief to the point of con- 
versation and the success of this show thus far are 
a testament to Azar’s acting, which captures the 
determination, courage and “wry sense of humor” 
that Ginsburg was known for. “Michelle Azar is a 
remarkable actor and is doing something quite mi- 
raculous,” Holmes says. “It’s not an impersonation 
... She’s channeling her spirit. I think she ‘has a lot 
in common with RBG, and I think it’s an incredibly 
human, authentic and deeply rooted portrayal.”

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Eric Fischl Explores U.S. Dystopia

Tew York City art gallery Skarstedt, which also has 
an East Hampton location, is about to conclude 


a show of exceptional paintings by world-renowned. 


North Haven artist Eric Fischl, and they’re definitely 
worth a look before the pieces come down.

___ Skarsted, which opened the exhibition on Septem- 
ber 14 and will close it this Saturday, October 29, ex- 
plains that the artist uses the Ragamuffin Parade to set 
the scene for “explorations into themes of exhaustion, 
isolation, disappointment and passivity,” pointing out 
that “since the 1980s, Fisch] has produced narratives 

_ that speak to the facade of happiness latent within 

‘the middle-class American dream and the masks one 
must wear to survive in contemporary society.” 

With the Halloween theme, these masks are quite

literal as they take center stage in the works. Fischl 


makes clear decisions about the costumes he chooses 
to represent, including a Middle Ages plague physician 
with black robes, wide-brimmed hat and ominous, 
bone-white beak like a predatory bird, which was the 
best PPE of the day as the Black Death wormed its way 
through Europe, leaving misery in its wake. 

It’s no mistake that his choice brings our most re- 
cent pandemic and all its travails and losses to mind. 

The parade represents the trappings of small town 
life in America, but Fisch], and his viewers, by exten- 
sion, see it through a distorted, dystopian lens. The 
artist’s process includes using photographic referenc- 
es, which he will typically shoot and then put together 
in order to create a whole picture collaged from col- 
lected fragments that catch hisinterest.  _ 

“Fischl sees these themes quickly disintegrating in 
a divided world ravaged by global pandemics, political 
insurrections, and unjust wars,” the gallery says, de- 


scribing the works as providing more questions than — 


answers as the absurdity of it all takes shape. 

“In ‘The Parade Returns,” Skarsted says, “Sag Har- 
bor residents of varying ages limp along the parade 
route, averting their gazes from those around them as 
they amble in all directions, bound to bump into one 
another. The scene suggests a moment of delight and

play coming to an end as the figures return home ex- 
hausted and battered, as if returning from war.” And 
they have the crutches, canes and casts to prove it. 

The paintings in Towards the End of an Astonish- 
ing Beauty once again demonstrate why so many con- 
tinue to be spellbound by Fischl’s unique vision, and 
while he lives on the East End, the connections are not 
always as obvious as they are in this particular series 
of paintings. That makes them well worth the trip to 
NYC, if you can make it by Saturday.

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Peter Beard Biography Chronicles 
Life of Montauk’s Wildest Artist

Me than two years after artist and leg- 
endary Montauk figure Peter Beard 
wandered off and met his end in the dense and 
tangled brush of Camp Hero State Park, author 
Graham Boynton’s new biography presents him 
as the imperfect and utterly irresistible charac- 
ter he was, even as he remains something of an 
enigma when the book’s final pages turn. 

Published by St. Martin’s Press on October 11, 
Wild: The Life of Peter Beard, Photographer,, 
Adventurer, Lover offers as clear a picture of 
Beard as can be had, perhaps. The outrageous- 
ly handsome and magnetic bon vivant was a . 
world-famous adventurer and environmental- 
ist who made women swoon and men want to 
be him. He hobnobbed with celebrities like 
Andy Warhol, Francis Bacon, Jackie Onassis, 
Truman Capote, Mick Jagger and the Rolling 
Stones. He always had a young beauty on his 
arm and spent the bulk of his days and nights 
“pleasantly pixelated” as he’s quoted saying in 
the book, on a list of drugs that started with 
booze and marijuana, often included cocaine 
and could extend all the way to crack. Yet few 
would ever see Beard lose control. 

While Boynton’s book talks about all these 
inescapable aspects of Peter Beard, the author 
understands that his subject was, at his core, 
an artist above all things. It was, as Boynton 
writes, his “raison d’etre.” And he makes an. 
effort to examine Beard’s powerful work fea- 
turing collaged photographs taken in the Af 
rican bush and the beaches of Montauk, often 
painted with blood, scrawled with notes in pen 
and ink, and festooned with bits of detritus and 
ephemera he collected during his travels. 

What is its significance and value in the broader 
art world, and where does Beard’s legacy stand in 
the pantheon of geniuses who came before him, and 
those who will follow? The author doesn’t quite find 
an answer, but this book will help inform anyone ex- 
amining these questions further. 

Wild begins with Beard’s death in 2020, when the 
82-year-old, suffering with dementia, walked into 
the Montauk woods and vanished, his body mysteri- 
ously eluding discovery during a massive search that 
employed helicopters and dogs, until three weeks 
later, when a friend found him in dense underbrush, 
laying in a stream just 500 meters from his home. It 
was a dramatic end to a life filled with drama, and it 
was, as Boynton contends, “probably how he would 
have wished to end his life.” 

Boynton, who had a decades-long friendship with 
Beard, shares his own experiences with the artist 
and digs into his life and loves, beginning with an 
explanation of his monied family lineage and stories 
of an incorrigible child who was never afraid to fight 
or take risks. In one recollection, Beard’s lifelong 
friend Tony Hoyt, recalls how he pushed his way into

an ice hockey goal with no protective equipment and 
encouraged Hoyt and his fellow players to fire shots 
at him, which they did. “That was what he was like,” 
Hoyt said. “Brave and completely crazy.” 

Of course, Beard’s propensity for risk and danger 
found much greater extremes, especially during 
his time in Africa, a place that would inspire and 
then define him in the decades ahead. He came to 
the continent as a hunter, but soon found himself 
advocating for the wildlife and the land and railing 
against poachers in his now classic book The End of 
the Game. Wild recounts his run-ins with man and 
animal in Africa, including the 1996 elephant attack 
that very nearly killed him. That particular incident 
is already well cemented into Beard’s legend, as it 
should be, but the book offers up some lesser-known 
adventures, and some not-so-flattering tales that 
show a man who could be cruel and contradictory. 

Wild also focuses on Beard’s prolific love life, 
which had an ever-expanding list of conquests that 
was never interrupted despite being married three 
times — first to socialite Mary “Minnie” Olivia Co- 
chran. Cushing in 1967, followed by model Cheryl 


Tiegs from 1982-1986, and, most importantly, 
his litigious and long suffering third wife Nej- 
ma. The latter, who he married shortly after di- 
vorcing Tiegs, is the mother of Beard’s daugh- 
ter Zara and remained with him until the end, 
despite years of infidelity and so-called bad 
behavior. 

Perhaps Beard’s most important partner- 
ship, drug-fueled as it may have been, was 
with The Time Is Always Now gallerist Peter 
Tunney, who did much to bring the artist’s 
work to the fore in the 1990s, upping his prices 
significantly and setting him up for his most 
prolific period working in the bowels of the 
Broome Street gallery. As Boynton tells it, and 
those who were there to witness it would agree, 
this was a particularly magical and fertile pe- 
riod for the artist, though he regularly used his 
works as currency to trade in payment of a bill 
or a bar tab, or he simply gave them away to 
friends, lovers, even near strangers who caught 
him in the right mood. 

In an effort to keep Beard from the drugs and 
women, and friends who she saw as users, ac- 
cording to Wild, Nejma began to keep her hus- 
band away from all who came calling. At the 
same time, she made efforts to reclaim work he 
had given away, or sold too cheaply, often at the 
expense of friendships. Understandable, some 
might say, but to those who knew and loved the 
man, it also felt anathema to his nature. 

The author clearly harbors some resent- 
ments toward Nejma, as a number of Beard’s 
friends did, and he spends time explaining 
how she caged the free-spirited creature in the 
twilight of his life, separating him from the 
friends, beautiful young women and random 
characters who once came and went from their 
home atop the Montauk bluffs. Some of them may 
have visited with a spliff or bag of cocaine at the 
ready (possibly at Beard’s insistence), but most were 
probably just eager to sit on a log, talk art and simply 
be in his presence. ~ 

Beard was a man who could make friends, admir- 
ers, acquaintances and lovers feel absolutely blessed 
to be in his orbit, yet this freewheeling, magnani- 
mous nature also seemed to frustrate and enrage his 
own family to the point where they sequestered him 
away from many of the people who loved him. 

But, Boynton writes, Beard seemed to go along 
with it, discarding friends in a way that to the author 
felt “sociopathic.” Yet few harbored resentments 
against Beard. Somehow, the author says nearly all 
of Beard’s lovers retained friendships with him after 
their passions died down, and they rarely carried ill 
will. 

Wild is a the first full chronicle of Peter Beard’s 
life since his death, and it does an excellent job of 
putting together all the scattered pieces, and a bit of 
blood, to tell the truth of the man and his art which 
will surely endure.

The night Donna and I 
were there, they had a spe- 
cial: a stuffed lobster over- 
flowing with lobster, scal- 


lops and shrimp that was 


mouth wateringly delicious! 
I even sucked on the shells 
until the poor lobster was to- 
tally dismembered, but’ my 


stomach was enriched! 


The friendly staff seated us 
at a warm table inside near the 
window, where we watched 
the beautiful sunset. I’m in

Manna lit up our palates 
and we finished the meal with 
an outrageous chocolate cake 
topped with ice cream and 
whipped cream, my favorite 
‘dessert.

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The Cookery in 
East Hampton: 


A Product of 
Partnership

inding the ideal business partner is no simple 

task, and businesses can be utterly undone by 
the trial-and-error nature of the process. But when 
you've found that partner and you're willing to meet 
them halfway, success is likely to follow. Cynthia 
Sestito and Trudy Craney, owners of The Cookery 
in East Hampton, believe they’ve met their perfect 
match, 

When the COVID-19 pandemic struck in 2020, 
both Sestito and Craney came from away to seek 
shelter on the East End. Both successful in their re- 
spective fields, Sestito is a restaurateur, private chef, 
TV personality and founder of the CYNFULFOOD 


catering organization, and Craney is an acclaimed 


soprano vocalist and voice teacher who poured her- 
self into her baking during the pandemic. When Ses- 
tito tasted her “killer” ricotta cheesecake, a recipe 
20 years in the making, she could tell it was a treat 
worth sharing. At her husband Tom’s suggestion, 
Craney set out to debut her baking at the Hamp- 
tons farmers markets, and Sestito brought along 
a smorgasbord of other goodies to round out their 
offerings. Soon, The Cookery brand had developed 
a loyal following at the East Hampton, Sag Harbor 
and Southampton farmers markets, and as demand 
grew, the need for their own kitchen and community 
space became apparent. 

In August 2022, Sestito and Craney announced the 
soft opening of their East Hampton bakery. There’s 
still work to do to get everything fully operational, 
but food is being served four days a week and cater- 
ing is already available for small and large events. 

“We needed a home for the bakery,” Sestito says. 
“We just decided to open because we wanted to 
get open. ... I don’t see us in full 100% operation — 
which means. online products, catering, products 
that we’re producing and our full line of food — until 
the spring and summer of next year.” 

An especially sincere aspect of their desire for a 
home was to welcome the community that had sup- 
ported them during the shutdown and to further 
develop their relationships with patrons and fellow 
farmers market vendors alike. _ 

“We want community here. It’s very important to 
us,” Craney says. “The advantage of a farmers mar- 
ket is not only do you get to know your fellow ven- 
dors — and these are amazing entrepreneurs, just 
amazing people — but we've gotten to know incred- 
ible people who are our customers and who we value 
as friends, as well.” 

“We have a lot of plans of where we want to get 
very much involved and have people come in and 
feel comfortable, do tastings and have wonderful 
little events,” Sestito adds, pointing out The Cook-

ery’s charming backyard barn space. “We all know 
how it gets here during the winter; it’s a little empty 
and it becomes very boring ...” 

The Cookery’s menu is very seasonal to encour- 
age frequent visits and excited tastebuds. The fall 
offerings have included pumpkin cardamom cake 
with chocolate ganache, sweet potato ginger soup, 
roasted apple and almond honey cake. Halloween 
cookies and cupcakes have been prepared as fun 
alternative (or addition) to candy, and it’s safe to as- 
sume that planning has begun on the next wave of 
holidays. 

Sweet and savory menu staples include Filipino 
chicken, smoked salmon, vegan feta-roasted veg- 
gies, lemon chiffon cake with mascarpone cheese, 
anise almond biscotti, Mediterranean cookies, 
asparagus bechamel puff pastry tarts, gluten-free 
deep-dish quiches and diverse salads and sand- 
wiches. _ 

“The great thing is that Trudy and I, because we’ve 
both lived all over the world, agree that we like un- 
usual spices, unusual pairings,” Sestito shares. “We 
like to make food a little more interesting than just 
the standard fare, not that we don’t do some things 
like cupcakes.” 

“In terms of taste, I don’t think there’s anybody 
around her that comes close to us. We figure if you're 
going to have butter and sugar, it had better be de- 
licious,” Craney says. “We very much try to have 
things that people can afford when they come in. If 
they can’t pay for that one thing, there’s something 
that they can have that’s delicious, that they didn’t 
make and that they can walk out of the bakery and 
enjoy.” 

On the point of cost, Sestito notes that the cost of 
ingredients has increased drastically since her last 
restaurant ventures, even since The Cookery’s pre- 
bakery days, so she and Craney are doing their best 
to maintain prices close to their farmers market 
debut. 


“Things have just exponentially grown in price, 
which has been one of the biggest challenges for us 
because we did not want to be expensive,” Sestito 
says. “We want to give you the best, we want it or- 
ganic and fresh — we wanted all those things, but 
Trudy and I did not want to be outrageously expen- 
sive. I think we both very much respect working 
people and people that have to make a living and 
survive.” 

Taking a look back - ee years of honing 
her voice technique and teaching others to do the 
same, Craney is inspired by how well her skills have 
transferred to this culinary collaboration with Ses- 
tito and The Cookery staff. “Transferring my skills, 
seeing the parallels in terms of growth, being chal- 
lenged by the amount that I’ve had to learn ... and 
getting to know Cynthia in terms of her abilities and 
forming a partnership that’s cohesive, respectful 
and really functional (has been a oe experi- 
ence,” she says. 

Sestito mirrors this sentiment from her perspec- 
tive as a restaurateur. “Partnerships are very diffi- 
cult in the food industry, and there’s not a long life 
for most of them. This time around in my life, the 
rewarding thing is learning how to have a relation- 
ship with a partner that works,” she says. “I respect 
Trudy immensely, and I want her to enjoy this busi- 
ness, which is interesting for me to want somebody 
to enjoy the business. And I want to make sure that 
I enjoy the business ... for this one, I want to really

Patience 
Pays With 
Slow Start 
to Fall Run

t’s so hard to believe that we’re already looking at 

November. Thanksgiving is right around the bend 
and right now I’m thankful for the 29-inch striper 
I landed a few nights ago. It’s going to be delicious! 

It’s been a grind this fall for many surfcasters, and 
I can tell you that putting in the time has been worth 
it. Bottle plugs from the beach have been the ticket 
from Montauk to Jones Beach so you better be pack- 
ing a few of those, but I’m also seeing some bigguns 
coming up on a simple A27 diamond jig. 

With the storms we’ve had on the South Shore, it 
was a Slow start to this year’s fall run for striped bass, 
even affecting the Fred Golofaro Memorial Classic 
fishing tournament in Montauk. The slot size win- 
ners were Brandon Sausele, taking first place with a 
13.90 lb. striper. Gilbert Rulon took second at 13.48 
Ibs. and John Bruno came in third place at 10.58. In 
the bluefish category, Larry Pacifico took first place 
with an 8 lb. 14 oz. blue. Doug Solvent got second 
place at 5.58 lbs. In the catch and release category 
we have Ryan Rawleigh winning first place with a 
hefty 41 1/2-inch cow. The legendary Bill Wetzel got 
second with a 39-inch striper, and Richard Fithian 
took third with a modest 36-inch fish. 

The weather was as nasty as it gets that weekend 
and many of us left before anyone even landed a single 
bass. Hats off to these guys for braving the 20- to 
30-mile-per-hour winds and wicked rain to land these 
fish. I can’t wait to fish this tournament again next 
year. It was a great time hanging with so many great 
fishermen and having barbecue in the parking lot. 

With striped bass season running till December 15 
there’s still plenty of time left to land that personal 
best overslot you’ve been dreaming about. There’s 
huge bunker schools running up and down the South 
and North Shores with large hungry fish and even 
whales having their fill. There is also a bit of time left 
for sea bass and blackfish. Those seasons run till De- 
cember 31 for sea bass and December 9 for blackfish. 
Both are good eating and a bunch of fun to catch. 

The boats and charters have been catching their 
limits out of Montauk when the weather’s cooperated 
and right now is the best time to book a room for the

weekend and fish Turtle Cove for striped bass, or hop 
a charter for some pelagic action. 

Moving west, Shinnecock Inlet has been hovian 
and the bigger fish are slamming bottle plugs, buck- 
tails and top-water plugs out front as well. No need 
to get to the inlets right now to land a cow as they're 
biting right out front at Cupsogue and Smith’s Point. 
The locks at Shinnecock have some huge fish coming 
through early mornings. Get there when they open, 


‘then say, “Thank you, Fishing Guy.” 


Just be sure to bring a net because you won't get 
them big girls up without one. Remember, folks, we 
don’t want to damage these beautiful fish as we at- 
tempt to land them, so always have a “safe release 
plan” ready. We all want a great picture with a “mon- 


_ ster” and that’s perfectly acceptable, but do it quickly 


and be sure that your fish pulls out of your grasp. 
Don’t just drop it back in the water straight away. 
Hold it in the water upright by the tail moving it back 
and forth until it swims away strong. 

Robert Moses has seen its fair share of slot and 
overslept striped bass in the last few weeks. Field 5, 
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right in front of the lighthouse, has been a hot spot 
for many. Some people have been fishing there for 
years as it’s yielded some large fish and continues 


‘to do so. You probably won’t have to walk far to get 


into some action here and you don’t have to throw 
the expensive stuff either. Just put on your favorite 
diamond jig and go for it. 

Democrat Point has had some nights with over- 
sized bass running through the inlet as well as out 
front. Bottle plugs are getting hit on here too, but 
pick your tide and time wisely as it’s been another hit 
and miss situation these last few weeks. The next few 
weeks should produce a steady flow of striped bass 
as the temperature drops, so be ready to see much 
more of these beautiful fish around here. Get out 
there and catch ‘em up, people! 

I hope you all land your biggest fish this fall, and 
be sure to do the right thing. It’s an honor system out 
there so bring a tape measure and treat those strip- 
ers with care so we can all continue to enjoy them for 
years to come. See you next month and tight lines, 
folks!

Ann Ciardullo Makes Ellen Hermanson 
Breast Cancer Support a Top Priority

eal estate agents stay busy in 

hot market like this one, but 

they can always make time for im- 
portant causes they support. 

For Ann Ciardullo, one-half of the 
Ciardullo Green team at Sotheby’s 
International Realty, that is the El- 
len Hermanson Foundation, which is 
committed to helping breast cancer 
patients and their families on the 
East End. Now the vice president 
of the board, she became involved 
with the foundation about 10 years 
ago after attending several fundrais- 
ing events — most know its famous 
Ellen’s Run race held annually for 
26 years. 

“Why I got involved was because of 
what I learned about where the mon- 
ey raised by the foundation goes,”

Julie Ratner, to whom Ciardullo is 
referring, founded the organization 
in 1996 with her sister Emily Levin, 
in honor of their younger sister, Ellen 
Hermanson, who died from breast 
cancer in 1995 at the age of 42. Over 
the last 25 years, the foundation 
has distributed more than $4 mil- 
lion in grants and created the Ellen 
Hermanson Breast Center at Stony 
Brook Southampton Hospital. 

With Ratner leading as the chair- 
woman, the foundation ensures 
no patient is turned away from the 
breast center due to lack of insurance 
or an inability to pay for treatment. 
All support services though El- 
len’s Well, a program funded by the 
foundation and administered by the

Southampton Hospital Foundation, 
are provided free of charge. 

Ciardullo has been on the South 
Fork since 1995, since moving from 
Westchester, where she began her 
career in real estate in 1979. Since 
joining the Sotheby’s Bridgehampton 
brokerage in 2006, she teamed up 
with her parter in life, Keith Green. 
The couple, who live in East Hamp- 
ton, earned a place among National 
Realty Trust’s top 1% of 59,000 
agents and achieved the title of glob- 
al real estate advisors. 

“T bring passion and energy to ev- 
erything I do. But it is a pleasure to 
bring my best to every board meet- 
ing because I am proud to serve with 
a group of people who each bring 
their unique experiences and capa- 
bilities together to serve this impor- 
tant cause,” she says. “Every single 
one of them is passionate about our 
mission — not a single person just 


lends their name. In some ways, the 
greatest thing Julie accomplished is 
assembling a serious and hardwork- 
ing board. Our meetings often in- 
clude fierce debate, but why not? Our 
work makes a real difference in the 
lives we touch.” 

The foundation does much good 
work on the East End, and when 
asked to point to something she 
was particularly proud of, Ciardullo 
mentions the creation of the breast 
center a few years ago. 

“The center offers a wide spectrum 
of breast health services, including 
education, early detection screen- 
ings and cancer treatment and sup- 
port. The center utilizes state-of-the- 
art diagnostic techniques, including 
computer-assisted mammography, 
ultrasound and a breast biopsy sys- 
tem that locates breast abnormali- 
ties and obtains tissue samples.” 

Satellite diagnostic services are 


also located in East Hampton and 
Hampton Bays. 

As Breast Cancer Awareness Month 
draws to a close, this message, of 
course, rings true: “The importance 
of breast screenings is paramount 
in recognizing any abnormalities in 
your breast, so regular screenings 
are a must,” Ciardullo says. 

“But people hear that from every 
corner of the medical world. What 
matters to me, and why I am so proud 
to support Julie and the foundation, 
is that we will not allow women to 
face their fears alone. The founda- 
tion will be at their side ... every step 
of the way ... at every moment we can 
make a difference. Newly diagnosed 
women will find an open hand, an 
open purse and a caring heart when 
they reach out for our help. The foun- 
dation is the living, breathing exten- 
sion of Julie Ratner’s mind, passion 
and heart.”

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Ask Beatty: EH High School’s Commitment 
to Relationship Education & Mental Health

ver the last several years, I’ve 

driven on Long Lane, past East 
Hampton High School (EHHS) hun- 
dreds of times. One day last spring I 
had one of those aha moments. Why 
not work directly with students in 
their classrooms? Why not see. if I 
could teach them my relationship edu- 
cation program, based on my book, 
For Better for Worse Forever: Discov- 
er the Path to Lasting Love, research 
and over 35 years of clinical experi- 
ence? With the high divorce rate and 
dating abuse and domestic violence 
statistics, people young and old need 
all the relationship education they can 
get. The earlier we learn about healthy 
relationships the better. And what 
better place to begin these serious 
discussions than in high school? It is 
the perfect venue to be talking about 
dating, relationships, sex and mental 
health. 

I first met with EHHS’s brand new 
principal — a very warm, welcoming 
and responsive Sara Smith and some 
of her counseling staff. My next meet- 
ing was with the Board of Education 
Superintendent Adam Fine, former 
principal of EHHS, who was also en- 
thusiastic and supportive of my pro- 
gram. He put me in touch with James 
Stewart, who has spearheaded the 
Health Department at EHHS for over 
45 years. It would be difficult to find a 
more caring, intelligent and receptive 
group of educators anywhere, who 
were more committed to their stu- 
dent’s mental health needs and con- 
cerns, than the group I met at EHHS. 


MEET JAMES W. STEWART 

I like to think of James Stewart as a 
Renaissance man — a man for all sea- 
sons — kind, intelligent, empathic and 
worldly — a teacher completely devot- 
ed to the emotional, psychological and 
intellectual well-being of his students. 
He’s had and continues to have a ma- 
jor positive impact on the lives and re- 
lationships of thousands of students. 
After our initial meeting, we decided 
to become a team. It was decided that 
I would come into the school every 
Thursday for an entire day, for a five- 
week period. He and I together would 
help students continue to deepen their 
understanding about healthy relation- 
ships and mental health. 


A STUDENT WALKS INTO EAST HAMPTON HIGH SCHOOL 


MY FIRST DAY IN CLASS 

When most teachers take roll call, 
they routinely read the students 
names to see who is present or absent. 
Mr. Stewart, on the other hand, asks 


each student every day to rate his/her 


mood and emotional well-being on a 
scale of 1 to 10. This helps students and 
Mr. Stewart gain awareness of how 
well or how badly they are feeling 
on any given day. If Mr. Stew- 

art finds that a particu- 
lar student’s self-rating 

is consistently low, he 
routinely refers them to 
one of the school coun- 
selors. The students are 
learning on an on-going 
basis to be aware of their 
emotional states and to take 
appropriate action in terms of asking 
for help if and when necessary. Mr. 
Stewart has normalized the ups and 
downs of life, including making it OK 
to ask for help. 


WEEKS 2 &3 
During the second week, the stu- 
dents designed an Ask Beatty Box, 


where they could drop off their ques- 
tions for me. I literally received hun- 
dreds of questions about relation- 
ships, suicide, sex, drugs, depression, 
sexual orientation and family prob- 
lems. Initially, the students were shy 
and quiet.- However, by the second 
and third week, they greeted me at the 
door and were full of questions about 
me, my background and, of course, 
dating and relationships. Mr. 
Stewart routinely gives 
the students hand-out 
assignments. More im- 
portantly, he encourages 
each student to express 
his or her opinion about 

a wide variety of subject 
matter — routinely thanking 

the students for their thoughts 
and perspectives — always encourag- 
ing, never punitive. A fail-safe recipe 
for students to feel trust and em- 
powerment for themselves and their 
curiosity. 

One student asked Mr. Stewart for 
the spelling of my last name. When he 
googled me, he discovered my “How to 
Put the Sizzle in Your Sex Life” video

presentation that I gave at the East 


- Hampton Library this past summer. 


Although the students may have ex- 


‘pected me to be talking about “sexual 


technique,” they instead learned the 
psychological and emotional factors 
that-enable people to have satisfying 
sex lives. Although these classes were 
particularly quiet during this presen- 
tation, it was obvious they were taking 
in every word. 

Mr. Stewart and I routinely used 
role-play as a method of demonstrat- 
ing relationship issues. Students were 
able to observe both functional and 
dysfunctional behaviors and interac-. 
tions. We wanted them to have clarity 
about what kind of communication 
and behaviors work and which ones 


don’t work in a variety of different 


situations with parents, friends, dat- 
ing partners, teachers and teammates. 
Interestingly, the boys were as open in 
asking us questions as the girls. 


WEEKS 4&5 


Over and above answering students ~ 


never-ending questions, it was de- 


cided that I would present my “Never 


Make a Mistake in Love Again” pro- 
gram to the students as I ended my 
five weeks stint at the school. As I dis- 
cussed my 10-step formula that teach- 
es people how to assess who’s right or 
wrong for you before committing to 
any serious relationship, I could see 
every student listening intently. Their 
questions were thoughtful. We could 
see that the material was meaningful 
for them. I was invited to return in 
the spring to continue my interacting 


’ with students. As I walked out of the 


school, my final thought was that I 
only wish that I had had a Mr. Stewart 
and his health class when I was in high 
school.

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North Fork Women: Caring for Community

Or hundred women are gathered at picnic 
tables overlooking the Long Island Sound for 
the North Fork Women’s all-you-can-eat Oyster 
Extravaganza at Little Ram Oyster Co. next to The 
Shoals Hotel, a stunning, newly renovated water- 
front property in Southold. 

Conversation is flowing, freshly shucked oysters 
are plentiful and sweet and the comradery on this 
unusually warm October day reflects the warmth of 
the sun as it sparkles off the gorgeous harbor view. 

You have to give it to the North Fork Women 
(NFW). They’ve got these events down. The vibe is 
right, the women are real and the mission is note- 
worthy. Not only are they serving a social need for 
lesbians on the North Fork, they are helping their 
own by giving grants to those with personal needs 
while helping the community at large. 

A not-for-profit organization established in 1992, 
North Fork Women is committed to “building a 
safe, healthy and active community for lesbians on 
the North Fork.” That means raising monies from 
events like the Oyster Extravaganza and their big 
annual Labor Day fundraiser to help provide finan- 
cial assistance, healthcare support and personal 
support to its members where needed. 

Donations and sponsorships help the cause. In 
addition to grant giving, each year the NFW gives 
scholarships to deserving high school seniors. They 
also present a Founders Award to “a woman who 
stands out as having made positive changes in the 
North Fork Women organization, and to the lives of 
those within our community.” 

“We've had a beautiful Le but it’s = a year 
of real need in grant giving,” says Eleanor “Elly” 
Thomas, North Fork Women’s new president. “We 
have doubled what we typically do in a year, and 
that is showing us that the pandemic and the econ- 
omy is really having an effect on people,” she adds. 

The grants that NFW gives “are typically for 
healthcare needs that can’t be met through insur- 
ance,” says Thomas, adding “it’s a very confidential 
process and we value our members’ confidentiality.” 

“This year we gave away $50,000 in grants to 
people who needed them, for medical purposes 
or because they were behind on rent or insurance 
payments,” says Chris P’Simer, former president of 
NFW. 

“Tt’s a needy time,” P’Simer adds, “and we were 
able to fill that need and we’re very happy about it.” 


Since its inception in 1992, NFW has given close . 


to $400,000 in grant money to lesbians in need. 
The members’ newsletter goes out to 600 women 
and Thomas estimates that their events have “typi- 
cally been seeing from 100 to 150 people.” Events 
like the popular First Fridays — social mixers at 
terrific North Fork locations — are usually well at- 
tended. The annual Labor Day with dinner, dancing 


and a great auction is always a sellout. Seminars on - 


caregiving, bereavement, financial estate planning 

and community outreach are often on the event cal- 

endar as new members bring in new ideas. 
“The big one we added this year was golf,” says 


Thomas. “We did Pride Golf and 79 people came to © 


that — it was really successful, we had (company) 
sponsorships and people sponsored which gave us 
more money to give out in grants — it’s been very 
good,” she says proudly. 

The NFW events have been so successful, that 
even South Fork women have been trekking (gasp) 
to the North Fork to attend the events, now that they 
are open to anyone, not just members ‘who live on 
the North Fork. 

In a case of North Fork envy, is it time fora South 
Fork Women’s group? Thomas seems open to the 
possibility. : 

“Why not, the more the merrier,” she says with a 
smile. “We can all use synergy and it’s been wonderful 
to see women from the South Fork at our events.” She 
adds, “The need is so great and there is a sense that all 
of us want to become united and not have a divided 
community, we don’t want to just be a silo, North Fork 


_ Women, we want to see others and help others.” 


Over at the rosé truck, Lori Cohen is working the 
libation menu, selling North Fork wines, special 
ales and sparking water to the women who are buy- 
ing bottles for their respective picnic tables. Cohen, 
a trial lawyer for 35 years and a North Fork resi- 
dent for 18 years, is the 2022 recipient of the NFW 
Founders Award. — : 

“Lori has not only done amazing things for this 
community, but in her own right she’s a human 
rights activist,” says Thomas. “She was the lawyer 
for ACT UP, she’s a badass, wonderful person who 
deserves many awards so we were happy to give it 
to her.” 

Cohen counts the Founders Avenel as “a highlight” 
of her career, which is certainly distinguished. Be- 
ing a part of the North Fork Women for the past 12 
years has clearly been meaningful to her. 

“Tve always wanted to kind of help people who

wanted to give to them,” says Cohen, pausing from

Fork Women has meant to herself and the commu- 


nity. “It’s just like here — I just want to oe people, 


to be kind.” 

Cohen was president of the NY State Association 
of Criminal Defense attorneys when the discovery 
laws changed. “That was really exciting,” she says. 
Her years of representing ACT UP were not lost on 
her and her commitment to advocacy. 

“We become lawyers because we think we want to 
help change the world and most of us don’t get that 
real opportunity, but representing them you saw the 
world change right in front of you — and it was fan- 
tastic,” says Cohen. 

_As the last oyster is shucked and the event is 
coming to a close, Elly Thomas thanks the crowd 
for their support and then passes the microphone 
to Chris P’Simer, who hands out a bright red su- 


perwoman cape to Mary Trier for selling the most . 
sponsorships to the event, 71. More applause and 


more laughter — no one wants to leave. 
In a word, the North Fork Women are about “com- 
munity,” sums up Thomas. 
“We're combating isolation and we're trying to 
make wellbeing present in everybody’s lives,” she 
adds, with a smile. It’s working.

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Long Island Speech and Myofunctional 
Therapy in Westhampton Brings Hope

ie Island Speech and Myofunc- 
ional Therapy in Westhampton 
has impacted residents on the East 
End in many positive ways since it 
opened its doors in June. 

The Westhampton location is the 
ninth and newest location opened by 
the center, which works to provide 
speech, language and feeding services 
for patients. The center’s focus is on 
myofunctional therapy, a specialized 
remedial program specifically for the 
correction of tongue thrust or posture 
problems; voice therapy, prompts for 
restructuring oral muscular phonetic 
targets (a multidimensional approach 


to speech production), fluency strate- 


gies, feeding therapy and other types 
of therapy. 

“The doctors and the providers that 
we work in have multiple locations 
as well, and they've been hounding 
us for a while to get a location out 
east,” says Janine Steine, a speech 
pathologist and the owner of the cen- 
ter. “And honestly with the opening of 
the Southampton campus for Stony 
Brook University in regards to speech 
pathology majors in terms of getting 
their masters, it was honestly a push 
for us so that we can provide a re- 
source for those students.” 

A typical day at the Westhampton 
practice depends on the needs of the 
patients, who can be seen all day un- 
til 8 p.m. It is open Monday through 
Saturday. 

“We don’t follow a school schedule 
so we are open on holidays: Colum- 
bus Day, Veterans Day, Yom Kippur,” 
Steine says. “Just so that it gives the 
opportunity for parents that do work 
and are unable to be a practitioner or 
part of their child’s session, it gives 
them an opportunity to be present.” 

Once therapists are finished with 
the session, they bring the parent or 
caregiver into their office to explain 
what was worked on, what their child 
was successful with, what they still 
need to work on and activities to work 
on at home. Support at home is just as 
important as bringing the patients into 
the office, Steine says. 

The therapists in the Westhamp- 
ton office are all trained in speech

pathology and other specialties in 
therapeutic approaches, and they see 
patients that range in age from birth 
through adulthood. Steine describes 
the Westhampton location as quaint 
and humble. 

“We love just where we are,” Steine 
says. “We love the building that we’re 
in. It’s just a breath of fresh air. When 
I drive out east and I feel a stress re- 
lease, that’s how I feel when I walk 
into the building.” 

And a calm environment is impor- 
tant for what speech pathologists do, 
especially after the pandemic. 

“Need for speech-language patholo- 
gists and the need for speech-lan- 
guage therapists has increased instru- 
mentally secondary to the pandemic,” 
Steine says. “So many kids were stifled 
in terms of their education, in terms 
of their learning. Even just incidental 
learning ... learning from their envi- 
ronment and what they’re experienc- 


ing (they missed out on) because they 
weren't getting to experience a lot.” 

Steine says the goals of speech pa- 
thologists right now, especially when 
helping these children in the pan- 
demic generation, is to identify any 
delays and to build their skills up to 
make sure they are where they should 
be in their development and so that 
they could communicate their wants 
and needs. 

“There's definitely been an increase 


in social anxiety,” Steine says. “And 


an inability for children of all ages to 
communicate, because they’re so used 
to communicating through a comput- 
er screen or through a mask.” 

Working with the patient one-on- 
one to foster those skills can help. 

But before operating in a post-pan- 
demic era, speech pathologists at the 


center had to learn how to help pa-— 


tients when that six feet of social dis- 
tance, and a facial mask, were practi- 


cally mandatory in most settings. 
“During the pandemic we quickly 
switched to a telehealth platform,” 
Steine says. “I definitely believe there 
is a place for telehealth therapy, 100%. 
However, I do think for many of the 


_ goals we work on for many of our stu- 


dents, in-person therapy is definitely 
more instrumental in their success, 
and a lot of that is just because you 


want the patient to pick up on social 


cues and you want them to hear some- 
one else’s voice or the way they’re 
producing the sound without the fil- 
ter of a screen or even the filter of a 
mask.” 

The center still provides telehealth, 
however the majority of sessions 
are in person and one-on-one. So- 
cial distancing and facial masks and 
shields were used when patients were 
first able to come back for in-person 
sessions. 


“I will say at this point, none of our 


therapists are wearing masks and 
shields unless they feel that they need 
to,” Steine says. “And same with our 
patients. At the therapy practice, we 
don’t need to keep that going and I will 
say from the clinician’s standpoint 
and from the patient’s standpoint, we 
definitely see an increase in success.” 

Another barrier, Steine explains, 
is not needed for patients who many 
times are working on their biggest 
weakness. 

It’s a journey for both the patient 
and the therapist to reach success in 
a goal that may seem small to some. 

“Depending on the needs of the 
child and the deficits of the child, the 
success story can be something so 
simple, that we were able to get the 
child to transition from the waiting 
room to the therapy room,” Steine 
says. “And there’s those patients that 
come in and their deficits interfered 
with their ability to communicate or 
articulate, or it was affecting them so- 
cially and emotionally in terms of an 
academic setting or with their peers. 
Seeing those patients make those 


strives so that they’re no longer need- 


ing services and they can transition 
that type of success into other aspects 
of their life ... every one of them are 
‘that much more heartwarming and 
fulfilling.”

Cuyjet suddenly collapsed in his home on the , 
Shinnecock Indian Nation ‘on October 16, 2022, 


and died at Stony Brook Southampton Hospital. He 
was 71. 
On his most recent birthday, this past September, 
he wrote, “May my love shine on all those I am con- 
nected with in this journey.” As someone who was 
_deeply connected to the natural world and the feel- 
ings of others, his journey has touched many. 
_ Glenn Sebastian Cuyjet was born on September 
19, 1951, in Jersey City, NJ, to Dr. Aloysius Cuyjet, 
a practicing dentist, and Barbara L. Baxter Cuyjet. 
sag of his parents had Native American and Afri- 
_ can-American heritage. They divorced when he was 

. years old. 

The youngest of three boys, he grew up between 
Bayonne, NJ, and Philadelphia. Having been raised 
in the Catholic Church, he graduated from Marist 
High School, an all-boys Catholic prep school in 
Bayonne. 
~ However, Sag Harbor Hills in the SANS commu- 
nities of Sag Harbor was where Cuyjet felt most at 
home, spending his summers in his family’s home 
there, which friends and neighbors remember as 
“the pink house.” His parents were among the origi- 
nal homeowners in Sag Harbor Hills in the 1950s. 
iS Cuyjet and his brothers spent whole summers 
going to the beach, boating, fishing, playing and 


living amongst friends. Popular, handsome, “ex- 


traordinarily cool” and a little mysterious is how his _ 


best friend Donnamarie Barnes remembers him as 
a teenager on the beach. She mistook his shyness 


for aloofness at first, but they grew close after deep | 


talks of shared interests and time together. It was 
in that Sag Harbor community that he felt the most 
grounded, she says. 

After graduating with a double major in po- 
litical science and African-American studies from 
Brandeis University in 1974, Cuyjet moved back 
to Sag Harbor to live full-time in the pink house 
and started his work in the Volunteers in Service 
to America (VISTA), an anti-poverty program de- 
signed to provide needed resources to nonprofit 
organizations and public agencies, assisting local 
communities, conceived as a domestic version of 
the Peace Corps. 

At the time, Bridgehampton was a designated 
poverty area and he took a placement at the Bridge- 
hampton Child Care & Recreational Center, which 
was originally established to help care for children 
following a fire in a migrant workers’ camp that had 
killed two children in 1949. 

“What drew him back to be in Sag Harbor as an 
adult — and as a similar path of life of me coming to 
Shinnecock — we both came out to the East End in 
a similar way of being grounded,” his wife, Roberta 
O. Hunter, explained. 

Forty-seven years ago, Hunter met Cuyjet through 
her high school best friend, Susan B. Landau (who 
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GLENN CUYJET 


produced Cool Runnings among many other films), 
who had attended Brandeis with Cuyjet. 

At the time, Hunter was living in Sag Harbor as 
well, in her uncle’s house. “Cuyjet came on a rainy 
night and never left,” she remembers. They were 
“crazy in love,’ though it was put to the test in some 
of their first homes, including the pink house with 
no heat in the winter, and another Sag Harbor Hills 
place above a garage. 

Cuyjet and Hunter married on September 9, 1978, 
in the Shinnecock Presbyterian Church, the oldest 
Native American mission in the United States.

Soon after, Cuyjet started his graduate work in 


community psychological counseling at Long Is- 
land University’s C.W. Post campus. After he earned 
a Master of Science, he completed post-graduate 
work at Yale University’s Department of Psychology 
in youth crisis counseling and community outreach 
counseling. 

He then took a position as a counselor and assis- 
tant director of the Higher Education Opportunity 
Program (HEOP) at Old Westbury. He also worked 
part-time for many years as the director of the Sag 
Harbor Youth Center. 

“Cuyjet really had a gift of seeing people in a spe- 
cial way,” his wife said. “He moved, with his experi- 
ence in academia and as a counselor and working 
with young people, to opening up a private practice.” 

He started a partnership, Ruby & Cuyjet Associ- 
ates, with Ellen Ruby on Windmill Lane in South- 
ampton Village. When the partnership dissolved, it 
became Cuyjet Associates. 

For at least the past seven years, his office has 


_ been located on Station Road in Water Mill, where 


he offered psychotherapy, individual, couple and 
family counseling and child guidance. He held 
certifications with the National Board for Certi- 
fied Counselors, the International Association of 
Marriage and Family Counselors and the American 
Counseling Association. 

He had a profound impact on the greater South- 
ampton community as a therapist, counselor and 
mentor. “His practice was so diverse, there are quite 
honestly very few families who have not had Glenn 
Cuyjet in their lives,” his wife says, adding that he 
was the only man of color practicing as a therapist 


on the East End. 

Cuyjet came from a family of nroiccaede When 
his father retired, he was the oldest practicing den- 
tist in the State of New York. His mother was an 
administrator of the New York State Human Rights 
Commission. 

His oldest brother, Dr. Aloysius Baxter Cuyjet, 
is a retired cardiologist, while his brother Gregory 
Greatfield Cuyjet, an attorney, is recently retired 
from the U.S. Army. Cuyjet’s mother’s partner of 30 
years was the late Hon. Robert J. Mangum, a New 
York State Court of Claims judge, whom Cuyjet con- 
sidered his stepfather. 

Cuyjet was proud of his Native American heri- 
tage: Nanticoke Lenni-Lenape from the Delaware- 
Southern New Jersey region on his father’s side and 
the Powhatan Indians of Virginia on his mother’s. 

Cuyjet and Hunter moved to the Shinnecock In- 
dian Nation after they were married. He built their 
home himself, a timber-peg construction both tra- 
ditional and ahead of its time in a way, with the use 
of natural light and passive solar and a wood-burn- 
ing stove still in use 40 years later. 

They appreciated the skills of many of the men of 
the Shinnecock tribe who assisted in building the 
home, and Hunter remembers that it was the begin- 
ning of her husband’s bonding with the men of the 
community. 

“Tt was in Cuyjet’s heart to be here in Shinnecock,” 
his wife says. “He had such a feeling of relationship 
with the natural world.” 

In college, Cuyjet developed an interest in mar- 
tial arts. He studied it seriously, even traveling to 
China. He achieved the high level of black belt, but 
he never led with that credential. For him, it was the 
discipline that drew him to the practice. He offered 
instruction on the East End at “The Center.” 

As he got older, he transitioned to Tai Chi. The 
breathwork was of utmost importance to him. His 
family recalls how he was always talking about his 
“chi” and how “his chi would be popping.” 

Though Cuyjet was not part of any defined orga- 
nized religion, he was extremely spiritual. Knowl- 
edgeable and well-versed in crystals and stones, 
he was known to always carry them in his pocket. 
Highly intuitive and perceptive, whenever he sensed 
someone could benefit from their energy, he would 
hand them off with instructions. “There was a lot of 
magic in him for sure,” his wife says. 

Cuyjet is survived by his wife, Roberta O. Hunter, 
who said he was happiest when he was with their 
children, Sienna Neche Hunter-Cuyjet and her hus- 
band, Andrew Kessler-Cleary, of Holliston, MA; Se- 
quoyah Nadia Hunter-Cuyjet of Philadelphia; and 
Sebastian Nibaw Hunter-Cuyjet of Detroit, MI. He 
is also survived by two grandchildren, Susan Rose 


_Cuyjet-Cleary and Octavia Pearl Cuyjet-Cleary. 


His brothers and their wives also survive him: Dr. 
Aloysius B. Cuyjet of Sag Harbor and Dr. Beverly 
Granger, and Gregory Greatfield:Cuyjet, Esq., and 
Valerie Edgecomb of Sag Harbor. His sister-in-law 
Renee C. Hunter of New York City, brother-in-law 
Wickham J. Hunter of Shinnecock, sister-in-law 
Linda Franklin of Shinnecock, and many nieces and 
nephews also survive him.

n 1990, Sean Acosta founded Property Tax Re- 

duction Consultants to save people money. Now, 
after three decades and over 380,000 homeowners 
assisted, Acosta has become one of the most recog- 
nizable names in the industry. 

While Acosta may be a respected business leader, 
he is also a prolific; community-minded philan- 
thropist. In charitable circles on Long Island, Acos- 
ta has made his presence known. Doing so with 
impact in mind, Acosta’s desire to help others is 
rooted in his own upbringing and an innate desire 
to give back. 

Born in Bayside, Queens, Acosta was raised in a 
working-class family. He was an adult when he be- 
gan to call Long Island home. Purchasing his first 
home in Nassau County, he learned first-hand of 
the cost-of-living burden that Long Island’s nearly 
three million residents bear every day. He started 
his business with homeowners in mind. 

“IT got into business to help people,” he says. “I re- 
member one time, a person contacted me because 
they couldn’t afford the home they were purchasing 
unless their taxes became more affordable. I get 
calls all the time from veterans, from senior citi- 
zens, from new families starting out, and it makes 
me happy to be able to help them remain here on 
Long Island, or start their family here on Long 
Island.” 

After some time, Acosta’s business practice be- 
came rather successful. Leading the company with 
a small business mindset, Acosta’s trademark is his 
personal touch. His involvement in the day-to-day 
operations has helped his company sustain three 
decades, sometimes more tumultuous than oth- 
ers, which means that, when hiring Property Tax 
Reduction Consultants, or PTRC, the client gets 
him, his knowledge and his personal experience 
throughout the entirety of the process.

“The best thing about the kickoff was watching 
the children come in, seeing the toys, seeing Santa 
Claus for the first time of the season,” Acosta says. 
“Tt was just joyous to see everyone get together and 
dedicate their support to meet this year’s record 
needs. There’s no experience like kicking off the 
holiday, with children getting their first glimpse of 
Santa, cheering and clapping. It’s truly the magic of 
the holiday and Toys for Tots itself.” 

While Toys for Tots may be an organization that 
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is near to his heart, Acosta also takes it upon him- 
self to give back around the holidays in other ways. 
Come late November, Acosta can often be found of- 
fering Thanksgiving dinners to underserved com- 
munity members and assisting at soup kitchens, 
food pantries or local schools. On these occasions, 
the entire PTRC team participates in giving back to 
the community. 

“My staff members are always willing to dedicate 
their time to assist,” Acosta says. “It’s a work day 
for them, but they’re happy to do it.” 

He adds, “We all know someone who is in need 
around the holiday season, so this is an opportu- 
nity, we see, for us to do our part as a company and 
as individuals.” oe 

During the warmer months, Acosta spends some 
time on the East End. He has been visiting the 
East End since the age of 13 and, as an adult, he 
purchased a home in West Hampton Dunes. When 
spending time on the South Fork, he often is with 
his family, which is the foundation for memories he 
cherishes. 

“We got to visit some of the farms on the East 
End, and we would go to Montauk to go horseback 
riding,” he says. “My son and I got to celebrate my 
4oth birthday, and my son’s 13th birthday, at Atlan- 
tis. We were one of the first birthday parties ever 
there. 

“But, more importantly, the East End helped 
bring my family together and closer,” he adds. “We 
spent quality time together as family and friends. 
I always say the Hamptons brought my 27 closest 
friends to my house on the East End, whether I 
wanted them there or not!” 

Acosta expounds that his son and daughter 
learned how to swim, to fish and to jet ski on the 
East End — experiences that he and his four chil- 
dren will remember and cherish for all of their 
lifetimes. : d 

“My grandchild recently turned 8, and my daugh- 
ter reminded me that was the same age she was 
when I taught her how to jet ski in Westhampton,” 
Acosta says. “The family times spent out there, or 
around the bonfire, telling stories, stays with you 
forever.”
